Area Office Explains 
Step For Council 


New details of action that could 


continue rent control in East Liv- 
erpool beyond Dec. 31 were ex- 
plained today by the Are Rent 
Control Office at Wheeling. 


M council doe« not want to con- 


tinue the rental ceilings by res- 
olution, the same action can be 
taken by popular referendum at 
an election, the office explained. 


A reminder on the federal rent 


law was read to Council Monday 
night from Tighe E. Woods, na- 
tional housing expediter at Wash- 
ington, but councilmen took no 
action because they said, the let- 
ter was addressed to Mayor Ar- 
nold W. Devon. 


The letter pointed out that rent 


control will remain in effect until 
June 30, 1951, if council enacts a 
resolution declaring that a short- 
age of rental housing exist*. 
Otherwise, the federal law pro- 
vides, It will expire Dec. 31. 


There in no requirement for a 


public hearing, legal notice or 
any other procedure, the rent of- 
fice said. The resolution does not 
require approval of the governor, 
out the national housing expedit- 
er should be notified promptly in 
writing, the office said.

Talking For The Record 
'THE UNITED NATIONS never has been 


easier to understand or harder to believe 


In than when It Is being used as a, sounding 
board for propaganda. 


When it is performing that function, the 


United Nations Is no more or less than a lot of 
politicians making talk for the record. It is 
like those droning interludes in both houses of 
Congress when a handful of members keep 
things going with speeches to be reprinted 
(not at government expense) and sent to voters 
back home. 


The United Nations at this moment Is easy 


to understand; it is being used as a sounding 
board for opinion-makers. 
Their purpose Is 


not to change votes, but to change minds 
among the constituents represented by the 
votes. 


But even if the United States, for example, 


were capable of being as ruthless in its propa- 
ganda as the Soviet Union, it would be no 
match for that government. Its speeches never 
will be printed or heard by Russians or their, 
satellites. 


That is why the United Nations Is hard to 


believe in when It is used as a sounding board. 
All the advantage lies with Russia, which, is 
taking advantage of the fact its speeches will 
reach millions of Americans, whereas the 
speeches in behalf of the United States will 
reach only a handful of Russians. 


There can be no co-operative security with- 


out equality of opportunity to learn what is 
threatening security. 


It's All In The Record 
'yHERE IS DANGER, as President Truman has 


pointed out, of burning down the barn to 


get control of Communists in the United States. 
Congress should do nothing to imperil consti- 
tutional freedom. 


That is not, however, the reason why Mr. 


Truman is arguing about the kind of a federal 
law needed to do this job. He is not thinking 
about constitutional freedom, at least not jpri-, 
marily. 


His primary interest Is political credit. 
The Republican party contends it Is entitled 


to credit for waking up the American (people 
to the danger of Communist infiltration. 
It 


resents the fact that the Democratic party is 
trying to muscle in for credit of its own after, 
its shameful record of Commie-coddling inside 
and outside of the government since the early 
days of the New Deal. 


It's all in the record. Voters know which 


party controlled the government when Com- 
mies were being received with open arms. They 
know which party defended, the Commies' 
right to bore from within. They know which 
party played footie with the Communist party 
of the United States in national elections, and 
which party was In power when the labor- 
union movement was being loaded to the hatch- 
es with Commie agents, some of whom still are 
doing business at the same old stand. 


AS RECENTLY as July 26, the 


State Department 
issued a 


printed sheet, entitled Views pf 
the Department of State on Cer- 
tain Questions Relating to China. 


This is a form used in reply to 


"numerous inquiries" received by 
the department concerning its at- 
titude toward the seating of So- 
viet China in the United Nations. 
The copy I have was issued one 
month after the Korean war was 
started, at one of the most devas- 
tating moments in our history 
when it seemed as though such a 
small country as Korea would 
push us into the sea. Apparently, 
the State Department is so aloof 
from the facts of life that it can 
ignore such matters. 


This is what the form statement 


says: 


"United States representatives 


at the United Nations have been 
instructed to vote against motions 
which would deprive National 
government representatives of the 
seat which in our view they are 
entitled to occupy in the Security 
Council and in other United Na- 
tions organs. With respect to the 
Security Council, we do not be- 
lieve that decisions on the seat- 
ing of rival claimants seeking to 
represent a council member are 
subject to the veto. A decision 
of this nature relates to the or- 
ganization and administration of 
the Security Council and is the 
type of decision which, imder Ar- 
ticle 27 of the charter, can be 
made by an affirmative vote of 
any seven members. 
Impossible 


consequences would arise from 
any other interpretation of the 
charter. If the veto were appli- 
cable to this type of decision, the 
representative of any permanent 
member of the council could per- 
petuate his position regardless of 
any changes in the government of 
his country. Moreover, a perma- 
nent member could indefinitely 
prevent the seating of represen- 
tatives of non-permanent mem- 
bers of the council or any changes 
in the representation of a per- 
manent member. The results ol 
such an interpretation could be 
that the Security Council would 
not be able to function." 


THEN IT adds this conclusion 
"If a United Nations .organ 


should vote, in accordance with 
its rules of procedure, to seat a 
Chinese Communist representa- 
tive, we would accept the will 'oi 
the majority and continue active 
participation in such organiza- 
tions fulfilling in good faith our

duties as a United1 Nations mem- 
>er. 
Such action on our part, of 


course, would not constitute rec- 
ognition by this government of 
;he Chinese Communists regime." 


Shortly after this statement was 


mailed, General Douglas MacAr- 
;hur went to Formosa to visit 
Chiang Kai-shek to arrange for 
co-operation between 
Formosa 


and our forces in Korea, undoubt- 
edly to provide munitions for Na- 
tionalist China, and to aid in the 
pursuit of a war. 


Should Soviet China, which re- 


portedly has about 200,000 troops 
in Manchuria ready to strike at 
our forces in Korea, actually en- 
gage in this Korean war, Chiang's 
guerilla efforts on the main-land 
must be of essential significance. 
Actually, Soviet China has been 
forced to deploy a large force to 
deal with Chiang, 


Yet, the State Department con- 


tinues to issue circulars as though 
there ,were no war; as though 
Jakob Malik had not named the 
United States the aggressor In the 
Korean war; as though our boys 
are not dying in battle. This is 
carrying routine beyond reason. 


IN TRUTH, the State Depart- 


ment is not pursuing any such 
course at all. As long as Mr. Ma- 
lik takes the position that the 
sessions of the United Nations, 
even those over which he pre- 
sides, are illegal unless Soviet 
China is seated, then to seat So- 
viet China would acknowledge 
the correctness of the Russian po- 
sition. 


That would ipso facto be an 


acknowledgment that the United 
Nations' resolution of June 27 
was illegal and that, therefore, 
the United States is the aggressor 
in the Korean war. 


That precisely is the position 


that Mr. Malik is seeking to es- 
tablish. Therefore, if the United 
States does not employ the veto 
against Soviet China, it will play 
directly into Mr. Malik's hands. 
It will, by indirection, confess 
that our activities in Korea were 
in error. 
It will have to with- 


draw from Korea at the behest 
of an apologetic United Nations, 
The lawyers of the state depart- 
ment must have thought of this 
sequence. 


Surely this will not and cannot 


happen. But it is the logical con- 
clusion to the State Department 
circular from which I quite, mail- 
ed as recently as July 26. How 
many mistakes can they make?

Gardeners who never hit the 


jackpot before in their lives, are 
struggling in an avalanche of 
beans that has reached their eye- 
brows at times.

We're Feeling Better, Death Rate Declines 


NEW YORK 


M 


ILITARY and Industrial man- 
power in the United States 


has been built up materially since 
the start of World War II by im- 
provement in public, -health and 
the related decline in death rates, 
according to Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co. statisticians. 


Never in the country's history 


have health conditions been more 
favorable than during the first 
half of 1950, the statisticians re- 
port. This is shown by the ex- 
perience among the company's 
millions of industrial policyhold- 
ers, for whom mortality was the 
same as the all-time low recorded 
in the like period of last year. 


Spectacular 
improvement 
is 


shown in the death rates for tu- 
berculosis and for pneumonia and 
influenza, which are among the 
leading causes of death at the 
ages from which our military 
strength and the bulk of our in- 
dustrial man power is drawn. 


Since ,1942 the death 
rates 


from these causes for the first 
half of each year have declined 
by nearly one half, that for tu- 
berculosis from 41.6 per 100,000 
in 1942 to 22.9 in 1950 and for 
pneumonia and influenza 
from 


40.6 to 21.9,

A Diplomatic Coimter-Offensive

Despite a widespread epidemi 


of respiratory disease early in the 
year, new low death rates for 
tuberculosis and for pneumonia 
and 
influenza 
were 
recorded 


among the policyholders for the 
first six months of 1950. Rates 
for the principal communicable 
diseases of childhood as a group, 
syphilis, 
appendicitis, 
gastritis 


and the complications of preg- 
nancy and 'childbirth also are at 
an all-time low. 


Diseases of the heart and blood 


vessels as a group, which account 
for about half of all deaths in this 
policyholder experience, show no 
change in mortality from last 
year. For the diseases of the 
heart alone the death Tate is 232.7 
per 100,000, compared with 232.0 
for the like period of last year. 
The cancer rate has increased 
about 2 per cent, reaching a new 
high. 


Among the external causes of 


death, accidents and 
homicide 


continued at about the save level 
as last year, while suicide regis- 
tered a slight decrease. The rate 
for motor vehicle accident fa- 
talities is more than one-sixth 
higher than in the first half of 
1B49. 


"T IS interesting, and It may be 
• useful, to see how the argu- 
ment which Mr. Malik has devel- 
oped about the Korean war works 
out elsewhere. 


But first I must point out again 


that Mr: Malik, like Mr. Gromyko 
a month ago, uses two quite con- 
tradictory arguments—one, as H. 
L. Mencken would say, addressed 
to the booboisie, and the other to 
the intelligentsia. > 


To the simple-minded, illiter- 


ate and uninformed masses, he 
broadcasts the shameless lie that 
the United States ordered South 
Korea to attack June 25. To the 
better informed and the influen- 
tial, especially inside Asia, he is 
arguing not that North Korea was 
attacked by South Korea but that 
North Korea had the right to at- 
tack South Korea, had the right 
to wage civil war against South 
Korea and. that nobody has a right 
to interfere in a civil war. 


This second argument, which 


Mr. Malik has developed with 
considerable skill, is to be taken 
seriously. In respect to Korea 
the answer to Mr. Malik was 
made conclusively June 25 by 
Ambasasdor Gross. 


It is that the Korean republic, 


which has been invaded, "is a 
state which the United Nations 
itself, by action of its General 
Assembly, has brought into be- 
ing". Therefore, in the eyes of 
the United Nations this cannot be 
a civil war but it Is "armed ag- 
gression against the government 
elected under United Nations su- 
pervision". This is the answer to 
Mr. Malik's argument that the 
Korean war, like the American 
Civil War and like the Chinese 
civil war, is an internal matter, 
and not to be interfered with. 


BUT WHEN t h i s argument 


about civil war is extended to 
Formosa, Mr. Malik is less easily 
answered. 
Our own position is 


vulnerable and it is also unclear. 
And there is good reason to think, 
as I suggested earlier, that the 
Soviet diplomatic offensive is de- 
signed to exploit our differences 
with our allies over China and 
our entanglement with the rem- 
nants of Chiang's government. 


Our position should be clarified 


after 
consulting 
the 
leading 


friendly powers of Asia and oi 


Europe and our vulnerability 
should be reduced by disavowing 
the unilateralism and arbitrari- 
ness which the President's state- 
ment suggested. 


Let us turn now to the widgr 


application of Mr. Malik's argu- 
ment that civil wars are lawful 
under the charter and that inter- 
vention in a civil war is aggres- 
sion. 


This doctrine suits the Soviet 


interest very well in the Far East 
-in China, Indo-China 
and 


southeast Asia generally, where' 
the revolutionary forces in alli- 
ance with Moscow could win 
easily if British, French and 
American intervention were ex- 
cluded. 


But applied to Europe, Mr. 


Malik's argument, If it is to be 
trusted, is favorable to peace. 
Neither Yugoslavia nor Turkey Is 
threatened by civil war. 
And 


any attack by Bulgaria or Hun- 
gary would, on Mr. Malik's thesis, 
be indisputably an act of aggres- 
sion. The opportunity to estab- 
lish this p o i n t clearly and 
promptly should not be over- 
looked. 


IN FACT, if we find some way 


out of our' embarrassment about 
Formosa and Indo-China, there 
may be even greater opportuni- 
ties in Mr. Malik's reviving now 
the definition of aggression which 
Mr. Litvinov submitted to the

Geneva conference on security 
questions in 1933, which the 
United Kingdom, France, and the 
United States agreed to. 


For under this definition of 


aggression neither the Red army 
nor a satellite army can invade 
western Germany or western Eu- 
rope or Scandinavia or Yugoslav- 
ia, Greece, Turkey and Iran. It 
would be well to have this spelled 
out. 


Furthermore, Mr. Malik's em- 


phasis on the Soviet definition of 
aggression is, in view of the Ko- 
rean war, almost an invitation, 
at the least it is permission, to 
proceed at once in Japan and in 
western 
Germany to ' organize 


military forces able to suppress 
insurrection and civil war. 


On Mr. Milik's argument it is 


now imperative that there be 
Germans able to deal with Ger- 
mans and Japanese with Japanese 


in case of civil war. If there ii 
no civil war in Germany, then on 
Mr. Malik's thesis, there will be 
no international war which be- 
gins in Germany and crosses Eu- 
rope. 


Now it may be said of course 


that if and when the Kremlin 
wants to invade Europe, it will 
not be stopped by what Mr. Lit- 
vinov said in 1933 or Mr. Malik in 
1950. No doubt. 


But the purpose of our arma- 


ments and of the Atlantic pact i» 
to convince the Kremlin that it 
would not be safe to want to go 
to war, that whatever cities an<i 
provinces the Red army overran 
Russia itself would be subjected 
not only a severe damage but to 
a long struggle in which the 
American power would grow ever 
greater. 


I SEE no reason to suppose 


that the Kremlin does not take 
our military power seriously or 
that Premier 
Stalin does not 


know that 'Korea is no more a 
test of American power than 
Finland was of the Soviet power. 


And so it does not seem to me 


soft and gullible to base our own 
diplomatic counter-offensive on 
the theory that the Kremlin is 
deterred by American power, and 
is still determined not to commit 
its own fo'rces in a war. 


And i£ that is so, then the 1933 


definition of aggression might 
well be used as the principle on

German Dismantling 
To Wind Up By Oct. 1 


FRANKFURT, Aug. 11 <AP)— 


Western Allied authorities said 
today that the dismantling of 
German industry will be com- 
pleted by Oct. 1 except for one 
plant. 


This coincided with 
authori- 


tative reports that America, Brit- 
ain and France are considering 
:he industrial rearmament of the 
Germans to bulwark the western 
defense system. 


Occupation officials said there 


las been no slackening of dis- 
mantling since the Korean war 
erupted. However, the tense in- 
ternational situation has forced 
consideration of the role German 
industry could play as a producer 
of west European armament. 


Thus while one group of Allied 


officials is pushing dismantling 
to a conclusion, another group is 
exploring ways to use German 
industry to shore up western 
Europe against the Communist 
threat.

drive toward Chinju rolled as 
much as 13 miles in pushing back 
the enemy, General Walker said 
he felt free to tell how dangerous 
was the gamble. 


The maneuver was the shifting 


of Major General William B. 
Kean's 25th Division 
in two 


nights from the Kumchon front 
to the north into fighting posi- 
ions in the south, east of Chinju. 


The troops made the 150-mile 


move by motor and rail. 
. 


General Walker said the 25th 


Division was pulled out of its 
battle line north of Kumchon 
through ' a 
single road 
exit 


through Kumchon. 


'If the Reds had hit ug hard 


on the Kumchon front then, we 
couldn't have dona it," he de- 
clared. 


When the division started mov- 


ing from the north to the south 
end of the battleline—across the 
rear of the enire fighting front— 
there was only the battered 19th 
Regiment between the Sixth North 
Korean Division and Pusan, Gen- 
eral Walker said. 


While the 25th was on the 


move, General Walker followed 
up with a planned withdrawal to 
the Naktong River front. The 
withdrawal 
threw 
the 
North 


Korean army there off balance. 


General Walker said he ihort- 


ened the defense front to close the 
gap left by pulling out the 25th 


All of this was in progress while 


the reinforcing Fifth 
Infantry 


Regiment and the Fifth Marine 
Regiment were landing at Pusan 


General Walker said h* had 


been surprised that the Korean 
Communists 
had 
not 
shifted 


more troops into the south coast 
drive from Shinju to exploit their 
own opportunity. 


"They could have shifted more 


divisions into the drive easily." 
he declared. "They 'know I am 
in no position for any counter-of- 
fensive except where we have 
to attack to make more room west 
of Pusan. 


"They operate in Russian style. 


When they are committed to a 
plan they stick to it no matter 
what. Their plan from the begin- 
ning,was to drive down the Seoul,- 
Taejon-Pusan corridor, and that's 
what they stuck to." 


General Walker said, however, 


the Communists have been having 
a hard time sticking to their plan. 


Since Yongdong fell July 25, 
he Americans have not been 
driven back, he said. Every with- 
drawal was deliberate and plan- 
ned for such purpose as moving 
the 25th from the north to the 
south. 


"They've taken very heavy 


losses. Their noses have really 
been bloodied," the general said. 


When the First Cavalry Divi- 


sion and the 25th Division be- 
came available in Korea, General 
Walker said, the Americans for 
the first time in the war had a 
chance to make an organized de- 
fense.

Appears Good 


Early Frost Could 
Change Situation 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP) 


—Jack Frost may have a lot to 
say about next year's supply and 
prices of meats, dairy and poultry 
products. 


Current production prospects 


for feed grains—the raw mate- 
rials for livestock product foods 
—are quite favorable. But an 
early frost, the Agriculture De- 
partment noted today, could 
change all this. 


Unusually cool, rainy weather 


in some heavy corn-producing 
areas during July kept this grain 
from developing as it should. Con- 
sequently, the later planted corn 
would be subject to damage from 
freezing weather. 


Insects, such as the corn borer 


and grasshoppers, also pose a seri- 
ous threat to the crop in some 
areas, the department reported. 


Corn production prospects made 


virtually no change during July. 


Forecast at 3,168,000,000 bush- 


els, such a crop would be a little 
smaller than last year's 3,377,000,- 
000 bushels. But it would be 
sharply above a production goal 
of 2,627,000,000 bushels set'by the 
department 
before the inter- 


national situation raised needs.' 


The total volume of crop pro- 


duction this year is expected to be 
relatively large. The department 
said that if current prospects are 
borne out, the volume would be 
24 per cent above the 1923-32 av- 
erage and not far below the war 
and postwar average. 


Included would be record crops 


of soybeans and sugar beets, a 
near-record crop of grain sor- 
ghums, well-above average out- 
turns of corn, oats, rice, sugar 
cane, cherries and hops and 
slightly above average harvests of 
hay, potatoes, tobacco and apples.
